The Maine proposition is designed ta

Technology will have 
at its disposal duting the coming year.

WAS ARRESTED IN ATLANTA 


Arrived in Brunewick Yesterday. 
Affirmed That Hs Sold Old 


County Bonds Over Again. 
Talk with Ex-Com- 
missioner. 


Brunswick, Ga., December 14.—(Special.) 
Ex-State Prison Commissioner Jacob L. 
Beach has been indicted by the Glynn 
county grand jury, now in session, on 
the charge of embezzlement. The indic*t- 
ment was found some days ago and the 
warrant for Mr. Beach's arrest w.is 
served upon him in Atlanta yesterday 
by Deputy Sheriff Robert Pyles. Mr. 
Beach accompanied Deputy Sheriff Pyles 
to Brunswick, arriving this morning. In 
regard to the indictment Mr. Beach 
says: 

“Yes, I am indicted for embezzlement. 
I heard some time ago that the grand 
jury now in session intended taking such 
action, and I came down from my homo 
in Atlanta and remained here several 
days, but no indictment came until my 
return to Atianta. I am ready and anx- 
jous for a trial and when it comes I am 
confident of a complete vindication.”’ 

The indictment referred to is based 
upon certain allegations connecting Mr. 
Beach's name with the redemption of 
num eus Glynn county bonds, alleged 
to have been fraudulently issued in 
1876. It is alleged that he secured a 
number of these bonds when he was a 
county officer and had them redeemed 
by the county treasurer, after which he 
secured the same bonds from the treas- 
urer’s vaults and had them redeemed 
again. Judge Bennett bound Mr. Beach 
over in the sum of $4,000, which bond 
was promptly given. Attorneys Atkinson 
and Dunwoody have been retained for 
the defense, and Attorney A. L. Franaiin 
will assist Solicitor Bennet in the prose- 
eution. 

In regard to the indictment 
Samuel C. Atkinson said tonight: 

“The indictment will not hold good. 
Mr. Beach secured some of the old Rowe 
bonds in a legitimate business way and 
had them redeemed by the county autho: 
ities just as any business man would 
have done in transacting matters of this 

. He has never embessled one dollar 
of Glynn county money or obtained one 
cent from the sale of bonds except by 
legitimate transactions.“ 

+The arrest of Mr. Beach and bis return 
te Brunswick has z roduced practically 
anilimited talk here today, and the air 
has been full of rumors concerning. the 
game. Mr. Beach has a number of 
Strong friends here who are giving him 
encouragement and support, and who be- 
eve that all his transactions with the 
alleged fraudulent bonds redemptions 
were conducted legally. For years Mr. 
Beach controlled every branch of Glynn 
county politics, and held, besides other 
offices, those of chief of police, clerk 
of superior court, clerk of city court, 
county commissioner, police commission- 
er, member of the board of educatien

Brunswick, but declined to serve. : 
During the late governor W. Y. At- 
kinson's term of office Mr. Beach was 
named as one of the state prison com- 
missioners. In drawing lots he secured 
the six-year term, but before that ex- 
pired he resigned his office. After mov- 
ing to Atlanta to fill that office he never 
returned to Brunswick, and thus relin- 
quished the powerful control he exerted 
over all political power in Glynn county 
end Brunswick.

Franklin it was shown that a Glynn 
county official had been systematically 
redeeming the old Rowe bonds and in 
many instances the same bonds had been 
redeemed twice, three, foir and five 
times. Examiner Franklin's report shows 
that in one instance a bond had been 
yedeemed five consecutive times by the 
county official and reported destroyed by 
fire under their supervision, yet the bond 
was then in the possession of the present 
authorities. These and other statements

be indicted for alleged complicity in the 
-vedemptions have been current for sev- 
era] months. a 
As Mr. Beach seemed to be the cen- 
tral figure of all the attacks, his indict- 
ment and subsequent arrest was not al- 
together unlooked for by some. It is a 
question tn the minds of many, however, 
whether or not Mr. Beach is guilty of

some old Glynn county bonds, and his 
acquittal would not surprise many. 

The fraudulent Rowe bonds referred 
to were issued in 187% by a defaulting 
Giynn county treasurer, who was author- 
ised by law to issue $75,000 worth of gold 
bonds. The treasurer went to New York 
to have the bonds printed and never 
came back. No one has any idea how 
many bonds he had printed, as over 
$100,000 worth have been redeemed and 
attorneys here now hold $80,000 worth 
more of the issue originally authorised 
for only 876,000.

PRINCE’S DEFENGE INSANITY. 


This Was Shown in Argument of His 
Counssl. 


Norfolk, Va., December 14.—(Special.)— 
A plea of emotional insanity was the 
defense set up by the counsel for ex- 
Assistant Chief of Police Michael H. 
Prince in the United States district court 
here today. Former Congressman Thorp 
in his opening afgument at the morning 
session of the court clearly intimated 
that the defense would ask (be court to 
instruct the jury that where a man de- 
fends his domestic honor, the deed, if 
proven to be for that purpose, is, in 
effect, justifNable homicide. The instruc- 
ticns sutmitted by the defense provide 
only for absolute acquittal. Should 
Prince be convicted, the defense will ap- 
peal, either on the ground of insanity 
or lack of jurisdiction, as the argument 
of counsel today showed clearly that the 
question of whether the crime was com- 
mitted in the state or on federal prop- 
erty has not been settled to their gatis- 
foction. 

Judge Willcox, of counsel for the de- 
fenge, said that the burden of proof was 
on the government to show that Prince 


was perfectly sane at the time the crime | 


was committed and that the point had 
not been proved. 

The distrist attorney stoutly resisted 
the attempt of the defense to introduce 
the question of insanity into the case, 
and he contended that there is nothing 
whatever in any of the testimony to show 
that Prince wees not perfectly sune at 
the time the crime was committed. He 
asserted that had Prince known he was 
shooting Cannon on government property 
the federal court would never have been 
burdened with the case.

the proper course to pursue would be to 
simply abrogate the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty; as that is not Iikely to be done, 
however, the majority of the senate is 
going to make such changes as will give 
what they consider thé next best thing. 

: Senator Bacon’s View. 

Senator Bacon, who is a member of 
the foreign relations committee and who 
has given a close study to the subject, is 
one gf these. In compliance with my re- 
quest, Scnator Bacon has dictated the fol- 
lowing statement of his position, which 
will, I am sure, be read with great in- 
terest by the people of Georgia: 

“The Hay-Pauncefote treaty when 
amended by the Davis amendment is al- 
most altogether different document from 
Rhe treaty without that amendment.

Vessels of war of a belligerent shall 
not revictual nor take any stores in the 
canal except so far as may be strictly 
necessary; and the transit of such ves- 
sels: through the canal shall be effected 
with the least possible delay, in accord- 
ance with the regulations in force, 
and with only such Intermission as may 
result from the necessities of the service. 

Prises shall be in all respects sub- 
ject to the same rules as vessels of 
war of the belligerents. . 

‘4. No belligerent shall embark or dia- 
embark troops, munitions of war or war- 
like materials in the canal except in case 
of accidental hindrance of the transit, 
and in such case the transit shall be re- 
sumed with all possible dispatch. 

„. The provisions of this article shall 
apply to waters adjacent to the canal, 
within three marine miles of either end. 
Vessels of war of a belligerent shall not 
remain in such waters longer than twen- 
ty-four hours at any one time except in 
case of distress, and in such case shall 
depart as soon as possible; but a vessel 
of war of one belligerent shall not de- 
part within twenty-four hours from the

What the Amendment Gives. 
„nder the Davis amendment the 
United States, whenever they deem it

The Canal Bill’s Chances. 

“With the ratification of the treaty thus 

amended there is a chenee of passing

Without een ratification there fs little 
noraibilitv of the pnaseage of the canal 
din as the administration forces would 
use that as an argument against the 
pasaage of the bill. The rexponsibility 
would thus be placed on those who had 
defeated the treaty. Y would not heel- 
tate to teke auch responsibdiiity rather 
than vote for the Hav-Pauncefste treaty 
with the Davis amendment. If the bufld- 
ing of the Nicaragua canal were not in- 
valved, 1 would not aupport the treaty 
either with or without amendment, as in

. Washington, December 14.—The house 


today adjourned without disposing ot 
more than half of the war revenue reduc- 
tion bill. General debate closed at 2 
o'clock, after which the bill was openea 
to amendments under the five-minute rule. 

A determined effort was made to re 
duce still further the tax on beer below 
the committee rate of $1.0 a barrel, but 
the ways and means committee over- 
whelmed the opposition. The committee, 
however, sustained two signal defeats, In 
connection with the beer tax, Mr, Payne 
offered an amendment in the language ot 
the bill passed by the house last session 
designed to abolish the use of small beer 
packages, one-sixteenth and one-eighth 
barrels, but it was defeated, 

other defeat occurred in connection 
with tne amendment offered by Henry C. 
Smith, of Michigan. The bill abolished 
the one-cent stamp tax on express re- 
celpts and telegranh messagea but re- 
tained the tax on railroad and steamship 
freights. Mr. Smith's amendment restorea 
the tax on express, recelpta and altered 
the form of the sectton so as to compet 
the company instead of the shipper to pay 
the tax. The amendment precipitated a 
lively debate, in the course of which Mr. 
Smith made a personal allusion to a Unit- 
ed States senator who is connected with 
one of the-express companies. Mr. Payne 
vigorously fought the amendment, but it 
wag carried: The text of the amendment 
is as follows: 

Express and Freight—It shall be the 
duty of every railroad or steamboat com- 
pany, carrier, express company or corpo- 
ration or person whose occupation is to 
act a a such to make within the first fifteen 
days of each month a sworn statement 
to the collector of internal revenue in each 
of their respective districts, stating the 
number of shipments, received for car- 
riage and transportation, whether in bulk 
or in boxes, bales, packages, bundles or 
not go inclosed or included, for which any 
charges whatsoever have been made, for 
each of euch shipments received for car- 
riage and transportation, the said rall- 
road or steamboat company, carrier, ex- 
press company or corporation or person 
whose occupation it is to act ag such shall 
pay a tax of one cent on bundles or pack- 
ages of newspapers when inclosed in one 
genera! bundle at the time of shipment. 

Mr. Otey, of Virginia, in a characteristic 
tio speech, made an appeal for a further 
reduct:on of the “oppressive tax on to- 
bacco."” He said that 960,000,000 people 
used tobacco, 400,000,000 used coffee, 0, - 
000,000 used opium and 100,000,000 used tea. 
Exact statistics on the users of whisky, 
he said, he did not have. But it was 
beyond controveray that tobacco was the 
solace of the world. ae ä 

Mr. Gaines, of Tennessee, concluded the 
general debate for his side of the house, 
and Mr. Dalsell, of Pennsylvania, closea 
for the republicans. The war revenue 
act, he said, was placed upon the statute 
books to meet war expenditures. It was 
not limited by time because war always 
brings with it a train of extraordinary ex- 
penditures which do not terminate wth the 
close of actual hostilities. A cut of 900. 
000,000, he argued, was the extreme limit 
consistent with safety, and sajd that in 
making the reductions the ways and 
means committee had made wise selec- 
tons. 

Those who sought the total repeal of 
the war taxes, he said, seemed to for- 
get the extraordinary expenses that might 
have to be met in 1902. They made no 
provision for a river and harbor bill, for 
big armor plate contracts, for subsidies, 
for the merchant marine if the bill pend- 
ing in the senate should pasa, for the 
construction of the Nicaragua canal and 
for the possibility that the gupreme court 
might decide that the constitution fol- 
lowed the flag, in which case the United 
States would have to refund all duties 
collected in the ports of Porto Rico, Ha- 
wali and the Philippines. Better a sur- 
plus, he said, than a deficit. 

General debate was closed and the bili 
was read for amendment under the five- 
minute rule. s soon as the beer gection 
was reached a half-dozen members were 
on the floor demanding recognition. . 

Mr. Payne, chairman of the ways and 
means committee, from the committee, 
offered an amendment to make the tax 
$1.00 a barrel flat, instead of a discount of 
2 per cent as originally drawn, 

Mr. Newlands, of Nevada, offered an 
amendment to reduce the tax to $1.20 per 
barrel. ee 

Mr. Payne opposed the Newlands 
amendment, which, he sald, would make 
a reduction of $26,000,000 on beer, or a to- 
tal reduction of 966,000,000, Such a re- 
duction, he sald, would necessarily create 
a deficit. Mr. Newlands's amendment 
was lost—@ to 173. 

Mr. Barthold offered an amendment 

making the rate $1.50, 
Mr. Alien, of Mississipp!, made a short 
and witty speech, closing, he said, his 
‘wreat legislative career.“ He referrea 
ironically to the need of keeping up tax- 
ation and spending more money. He 
raised a laugh by describing a walk in 
the fashionable quarters of Washington 
and finding the palatial residences oocu- 
pied by brewers. He opposed any further 
reduction of the beer tax. 

Mr. Barthold and Mr. Fitagerald, of 
Massachusetts, spoke in favor of the 
amendment, which was defeated—@ to 
138. 
Mr. Sulser, of New York, charged that 
the republicans had obtained a large 
campaign fund from the brewerg upon 
@ pledge to repeal the $1 additional on 
beer. They had been false to their prom- 
ise, and he predicteg that the brewers 
would repudiate them at the next elec- 
tion.

Emory College, Oxford, Ga., December 
14.—(Special.)—The faculty have an- 
nounced that the fall term work will be 
suspended Friday, the Ast instant, a 
that the spring term will begin Wednes- 
day, the 2d of January. This announce- 
ment was productive of great satisfac- 
tion to all the students, since it gives 
them eleven days off during the holidays. 
The final examinations for the fall term 
will take place on Tuesday, Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday of next week, 
sehool closing at 10 o'clock on Friday. 
On account of these examinations every 
man in college is hard at work, as no 
one wishes to fall in making a rise. 
Heretofore the rising mark has been five 
on a basis of ten, but this year the fa-

make a grade of seven in every class. 
This is,.1n consideration of the system of

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| COLONEL ANDEREON’S FUNERAL 


Distir.guished Georgian Who Died at 
Barnesville. 

Barnesville. Ga., December 14.—(Spe- 
clal.)—Colonel William W. Anderson, one 
of the oldest lawyers in Georgia, was 
buried in Greenwood cemetery in Barnes- 
ville Friday morning. He died Wednes- 
day evening at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. E. W. Rose, of this city, where he 
has resided the past two years. He was 
born near Madison, Morgan county, Au- 
gust 24, 1820, making him over eighty 
years old at hiq death. He was educated 
at Mercer when it was located at Pen- 
field. Before his twentieth year he 
joined himself to the practice of law lit- 
erally as a life work, having devoted 
about sixty of his eighty years of life to 
this profession. Colonel Anderson was a 
unique character. Among the many char- 
acteristics of the man was a sense of 
honor, which perhaps was never more 
marked in any man than in him. 

He was known all over the state among 
the members of his profession, and whe. : 
he was known was universally acknow!l- 
edged to be the best read lawyer in the 
state. In hisprofession he was truly 
one of landmarks. Of his family 
nene living. save his daughter, Mrs. 
K. W. Rose, of Barnesville. and his 
grandson, R. A. Stephens, an attorney in 
Barnesville. 

Colonel Anderson practiced law in sev- 
eral counties in Georgia, among them 
Morgan, Jasper, Putnam, Clayton, Butts 
and Henry. he having done the last work 
of his life in Henry. He was a member of 
the bar in Atchison, Kan., in the sixties. 
The story of his life there under the name 
of Francis Marion Leland, was published 
m the Atlanta anu Macon papers three 
or four years ago, and the story of his 
being t for and found in this state 
by hia old friend, the late Senator John 
J. e read like fiction.

AFTER THE GAMBLING DENS. 


Memphis Officers About To Declare 


War on Them. 


Memphis, Tenn. , December 14.—(Spe- 
clal.)—Of late there have been premon!- 
tions of an outbreak of war upon the 
gamblers of Memphis in comparison with 
which the ant!-vice crusades of New York 
and Chicago will be a mere side show. In 
this case, however, the campaign will be 
inaugurated by the munic'pal authori- 
ties, without walting for investigation 
from tho moral forces A the community. 
The gamblers have become so bragen and 
flagrant in their operatlons, and in some 
casesn they have resorted to such despe-- 
ate methods to fleece unwary grangers, 
that it is Wnpossible longer to ignore the 
situation, and the police are making ar- 


rangements for a sudden swoop and a 


general roundup of all the sure thing 
men that are doing business here, 

It has been the volicy of the present 
municipal administration to tolerate the 
gambiera, under strict police surveillance, 
The regulations have been so strict and 
so well enforced that thera has been no 
complaint from that class of gamblers 
known as the legitimate; and there has 
been so little ostentation about the buail- 
ness that the attention of the moral ele- 
megt of the community has not been at- 
tracted. The gamblers have been com- 
pelled to contribute to the city treasury 


by means of fines or forfeits levied hy 


operation of the pollee court. Immunity 
thus easily and gmoothiyy secured has 
had the effect to attract here a great 
horde of strangers, some hanging on to 
the “legitimate” resorts, others estab- 
lishing themselves in apartments of their 
own, into which no‘stranger could enter 
without risking every dollar on his per- 
son, and maybe his lite. Runners prome- 
nade the principal streets, haunt the ho- 
tels and depots, and permit no verdant 
visitor to get out of town without at 
least a pressing invitation to join in a 
game of chance. 

There have been numerous cases of 
prosecution against the gamblers to re- 
cover amounts alleged to have been lost. 
A fw nights ago Special Deputy Sheriff 
Dukes went to the Climax resort to serve 
a warrant arising from such a case, and 
was met with such a hostile demonstra- 
tion that he was Flad to retreat. 

Lawyer R. H. Prescott today compro- 
mised for $800 a claim for $1,100 for 


‘moneys which a party of Mississippians 


alleged that they had lost in one of the 
gambling houses. 

The police are now hokiing Jess Hen- 
derson, Louls Goodman and Wesley 
Shields on the charge that they picked 
up a gullible „ J. W. Booth, 
at the Kansas City, Memphis and Bir- 
mingham rallway depot and steered, him 
against a gure thing game t whi he 
lost all his pile. 

These are but specimens of the out- 
croppings of the gamb.ing house transac- 
tlons. Most of tha troubles are settled 
quietly in order to prevent scandal and 
to protect the names of the victims. 

The pode have about determined that 
the timo has come to put a quietus ou 
the entire business. It has grown to 
such proportions that the police are no 
longer able to regulate it without scandal, 
and they propose to close up everything. 
This will not be a permanent reform, 
however. Tho authorities will weit till 
the crooked members of the fraternity 
have been starved out of town, and will 
then doubtless allow the home talent to 
resume on the same basis that formerly 
obtained.

ARE ANXIOUS TO. PROCEED 


England’s Representative Alone Has 
Not Been Instructed. 


Conger Declares That Orientals Will 


at Once Accept Terms Which 
Have Been Laid Down. 


Pekin, Thursday, December 13.—Ii4 Hung 
Chang and Prince Ching have sent an 
official notification to the ministers that 
they have received the promised docu- 
ments authorizing them to act in behalf 
of China in the peace negotiations and 
anrouncing that they are ready to pro- 
ceed as soon as the ministers desire. 

The fact that Sir Ernest Mason Satow, 
the British minister to China, has not 
yet received authority from his govern- 
ment to sign the joint note causes as- 
tonishment here, as it is felt that the 
other powers having agreed, there can- 
not be anything in the joint note to cau*® 
Great Britain to object sufficiently to 
make her refuse to sign. Mr. Conger 
says he believes China will immediately 
accept the terms imposed and that she 
has it in her power to comp'iy with the 
majority of them before spring, while 
the others can wait. 

On account of the frost the court will 
not be able to return to Pekin, nor will 
the troope be able to leave until April, 
when, if the peace conditions are com- 
plied with, it is believed all the allied 
forces, except the jegation guards, not 
to exceed a hundred men for each power 
will ‘eave Pekin, remaining until the fall 
on the coast between Taku and Shan Hal 
Kuan, available if necessary, or ready to 
be withdrawn. for if China cannot be- 
have as a civilized power with the mili- 
tary compulsion it may be necessary to 
dismember the empire. Mr. Conger per- 
sorally belleves that the Chinese have 
been taught a lesson by the looting. 

Colonel Tullock reports the discovery of 
the body of the man who gave the Brit- 
ish information regarding the treaaure, 
hhiden, as alleged, by persons connected 
with the Chincse court during the recent 
fight. He had ‘been decapitated. The 
British have not yet reported the discov- 
ery of the treasure, but their return is 
expecte.] tomorrow.

He was one 
of the few surviving members of the 
famous seceasion convention at Montgom- 
ery and led the fight against secession. 
When the war came he offered his sword 
and was given a commission in the con- 
federate army. He was a candidate for 
governor of Alabama soon after the civil | 
war. General Bulger will de buried at 
Dadeville by the Craw-Kimball Camp, 
Confederate Veterans.

Birmingham, Ala., December 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The annual convention of the Ala- 
bama district No. 20, United Mime Work- 
ers of America, came to a close this after- 
noon.
